Actually, Lewis’ only tangible contribution 
has been the anti-labor Connally Bill. As 
far as the interests of the mine workers is 
concerned, he won nothing for. them that 
they did not have last September, long be- 
fore negotiations started. At that time the 
government, through Secretary Harold 
Ickes, proposed a guaranteed six-day week. 
Lewis fought this proposal as did the coal 
operators. Now, when it appears in sight, 
he seeks to take credit for it. | 

The press campaign to build up the defeat- 
ist Lewis is an effort to put him forward 
against the win-the-war leadership of Presi- 
dent Philip Murray. When a pro-war paper as 
the Herald Tribune contributes its columns 
for such effort, it only plays into the hands 
of the defeatists, and the Social Democratic 
clique of strike-promoters.
